Rules  of  the  contest,  which 
closes  November  1,  have  been 
posted  on  all  the  bulletin  boards 
on  the  campus  Entrants  must 
submit  their  contributions  to 
Sara  Deck,  Corinthian  editor,  be¬ 
fore  November  1.  All  contribu¬ 
tions  must  be  signed  under  a  pen 
name,  and  a  sealed  envelope 
must  accompany  each  contribu¬ 
tion,  in  which  the  writer’s  real 
name  and  pen  name  are  revealed. 

Winners  will  be  announced  as 
soon  after  the  close  of  the  contest 
as  possible.
